MORATORIUM NOW EFFECTIVE 


EDMONTON—Debt moratorium in 
Alberta for 60 days will be proclaim- 
ed, according to an announcement 
made by Premier William Aberhart 
Tuesday night. The enabling order-in- 
council has been approved by the gov- 
ernment and awaits approval by Chief 
Justice Horace Harvey as administra- 
tor of the province. The order will 
come into effect on proclamation 
which will be probably on Wednesday. 

The debt holiday resulted from a 
court judgment outlawing the Reduc- 
tion and Settlement of Debts Act 
which Mr. Justice Ewing delivered 
last Friday. It was designed to pre- 
vent wholesale foreclosures and give 
the provincial government time in 
which to make a more permanent at- 
tack on the debt problem,

The Reduction and Settlement of 
Debts Act, the foundation of the So- 
cial Credit government’s debt legisla- 
tion, was declared unconstitutional by 
Mr, Justice A.F, Ewing. 

A few hours later Mr, Justice W, C. 
Ives reserved judgment on a case 
which had the effect of testing the 
legal power of the government to re- 
duce the interest rates on provincial 
bonds and guaranteed securities, 


Meanwhile, it was undecided by tal 


government whether to appeal the 
Ewing judgment but it was reported 
that decision would be reached. It 
also was reported there was a possi- 
bility the government eventually 
would attack the debt problem by 
means of a moratorium or a reduction 
in principal or a combination of both. 

A session of the Alberta legislature 
opens today, providing a means for 
fast action if the government decidcs 
to pass new debt legislation,

WIZARDRY OF WILD CLOVER 
Collecting Nitrogen 


How much nitrogen expressed in 
terms of sulphate of amonia, do you 
suppose is contained in the annual 
growth of wild white clover on one 
acre? The question was put by Pro- 
fesor Johnstone-Wallace to a visitor 
and the latter’s guess was 400 pounds. 
That was far short of the mark of 
1511 pounds which the professor had 
obtained by actual weights an an- 
alyses of the crop. 

Think of it! Over 300 pounds of 
pure nitrogen per acre! as much as 
is contained in 1500 pounds of sul- 
Phate of ammonia or 1875 pounds of 
nitrate of soda, This explains why 
grasses growing with wild white clov- 
er thrive better than when growing 
alone, The nitrogen is a gift to the 
grasses and the cost of the wild white 
clover nothing to collect, All the clo- 
ver asks for is an adequate supply 
of phosphate and potash in the ferti- 
lizer, and it will produce nitrogen 
enough and to spare.
